TWO 
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A RARE OCCURRENCE 



One of ,the rarest and most majestic pantomines that have 
been offered to earthly inhabitants in recent years by the distant 
celestial bodies, will be staged by the sun and moon on Satur- 
day morning. Metaphorically the sun is the stage, the moon the 
lone player and a limited section of the earth the audience. So 
far as we are concerned the theatre is extremely simple; there 
are no entrances, no exits, no asbestos curtains, no orchestra seats 
and no "gods". Prince and pauper alike may constitute part of 
the^audiencc provided they dwell in .this select portion of the 
world, and provided also they arise sufficiently early in the morn- 
ing and cast their eyes heavenward at the proper time. 

The show will begin at nine minutes after eight (within 
one ten thousandth part of a second or thereabout) when a sha- 
dow will seemingly begin to eat up the solar surface, and the 
performance will end thirty seven minutes after ten (a.m.) when 
the last vestige of shadow disappears and ceases to deface the 
glaring sphere* 

These time limits have been set, or rajther learned, by sci- 
entists who by indirect methods contemplate with remarkable ac- 
curacy the prospective movements and routes of the stellar bod- 
ies. Those who are fortunate enough to reside in this parjt of the 
earth will witness the moon gradually obscuring the light of the 

I sun until at twenty minutes after nine, ninety-five percent of the 
solar light will be intercepted. & 

The peculiar arrangement of these heavenly bodies effected 
by mystic forces, happens at rare intervals. The last total eclipse 
that was apparent here occured one hundred and eighteen, years 
ago. No one l'ving now will see another of its kind, nor will they 
see one such as is appearing Saturday, since the next itotal ec- 
lipse is scheduled for the year 2144. 

In order to view the eclipse in its .totality and, perhaps, 
glean some further knowledge of the celestial bodies, a group of 
scientists. will gather in a western Ontario town, It is of particular 
significance to astronomers who are interested in ascertaining 
the exact diameter of the moon, the nature of the sun's corona, 
and the pa|th of the moon when it indulges one of its eccentri- 

. c'ties, that of wandering away from its customary orbit. It is even 
hoped by some that careful observance q£- certain features of the 
eclipse will lead to the ultimate proof of the Einstein theory. An 

> invaluable service will have been rendered in |the interests of 
scientific knowledge if the occurence aids, in the proof of the 

; theory for considerable doubt >s yet prevalent as to its credibility.

Ph'o second mod'crl man In Canada 
was Louis llebei.'t. nil npolhccary, whe 
lecompanled Be>s Montes, to the III- 
latcd sclllcntct.t at Port Itpyal in 1fi(M. 
\ surgeon named Bonnernie aecoiit- 
pnîile.d Champlain to Quebec in 100S. 
Me was one of thy six men who wore 
accused or plotting against the life o' 
Champlain but w.is able to prove his 
innocence île dieu the following win- 
ter of scurvy b.<t was afterwards 
successful In combatting the disease by 
a remedy learned from the Indians 
AnotCi'çr surgeon In settle in Quebec 
was Adrian Duchesne who pactlced 
there from 3 CI S to 1C29 when the town 
was captured by the British. Upon 
its restoration to France he received 
a grant of land .which be afterwards 
sold to Abrnhan Martin. This la.-id 
is now know as the- Plains of Abra- 
ham. Another surgeon of Chaniplatn'f 
time wa s Robert Gaffard. Slcur lie 
Boauport, 

The first hosp'.ta' in Canada was 
the Hotel Dieu "at Quebec founded 
through the gift.? of the Duohessc 
d'Aiguillon and her Uncle. Cardinal 
Ilicho.lieu. The flret administrators 
were Mother de Saint Ignace, a wo- 
man only twenty- nine years of an 
endowed with remarkable talonts and 
courage and - two assistants. Mother 
de Saint Bernard and Mother dc 
Sainte Bonaveniniv. This first hospi- 
tal was of w"od only fourteen feet 
wide and soon proved too small for 
the needs of the ."rettlembnt. A • new 
building was b» ( ;un in IC61 and c. se- 
cond ward addect in 1073 and still 
another in 1G3C. 

Shortly after t' e above it second 
hospital of the same name was estab- 
lished in Montreal them Ville Marie 
by Mille. Jeanne Mance in ICI I . 
Funds for this unclertnking were pro- 
vided by Mme de Bullion.' Tho first 
hospital was a building CO by 24 feet 
containing a chapel and two wards, 
besides kitchen and living quarters. 
It was amply supplied from France 
with all necessities and hud oxen cows 
and sheep attacked, The establish- 
ment w.'i s in constant peril from the 
irotiuolrs but Mille. Mance and her 
associates refused to abandon It and 
take up the woik in safer parts of 
the country — then h: spite of finan- 
cial reverses duu to loss of runds 
Invested in Framcr. The hospital was 
twice destroyed by fire. 

Tho paper triced tlm vississltudes 
of the practice of medicine through 
the yivirs 'o the surrender of Canada 
to the British. Many epidemics of an 
eruptive nature took toll on the in- 
habitants of Ui? colony. Pestilential 
fevers wereo rife. In 1750 over SOC 
fever stricken p.Vioils were ad mit», id 
to the wards of. die of the Qtibec Hos- 
pitals. 

Alter this papev Dr. Shepherd spike 
Ho said he had never before heard 
so much of the curly history of medi- 
cine in Canada hut ho wus familiar 
with more recent history particularly 
that of the Medical Faculty of McGlll. 
Dr. Shepherd told of the founding of 
the Montreal Medical Institute which 
late become the Medical Faculty r,f 
McGlll University. Tho two notable 
things about dieir school were that 
for the first time jr. America students 
were admitted :o the ivurds of Hie 
hospitals and tnero was a four year 
course of six months a session. 
Previously ho courses in the United 
States had been two years course of 
four months each. AH the original 
lecturers were dbjburgh men. 

Dr. Shepherd mentioned that the 
present Arts Bui.'ding used to be us- 
c/1 as an anatomy laboratory. After 
snowstorms It vas iuaccessable ex- 
cept on snowshoery because if was sc 
far out of town. The anatomy labor- 
atory was tolerated as long ns 'he 
odour did not disturb Iho dellbc.u 
lions of "he governor.
